I, David R. Metzger, hereby declare as follows: 

I am over the age of 18 years and have been the practitioner responsible for US 
Application 09/486.865 since the file's transfer from former counsel Limbach & Limbach on 
January 26, 2001. 

Prior to 2004, the Intellectual Property and Technology Docket Department (IPT
